

HACKNEY MATTERS 


A MAJOR campaign has 
been launched by the 
Council to recruit a 
1,000 residents to be 
part of a panel that helps shape 
the future of Hackney. 

Hackney Matters is an 
online community, made up 
of residents from a range of 
backgrounds and ages, who 
regularly complete surveys 
about Council services. 

Issues addressed to date 
include the future of Hackney’s 
streets, roads, parks, education 


and public health. 

Panel members have access to 
a website where they can find 
out about the Council’s future 
plans for the borough. 

They are rewarded for giving 
their time to the community 
by being entered into free prize 
draws and competitions. They 
also earn vouchers and reward 
points for high street stores. 

One current panel member 
said: “I enjoy being part of 
Hackney Matters because it feels 
like a useful consultation process 


and is convenient as I can fit it in 
at a time to suit me. 

“I think it is a good idea to 
have a panel of people giving 
their views and it encourages us 
to be more aware of what goes 
on in local government.” 

Sophie Linden, Deputy Mayor 
of Hackney, added: “We want to 
ensure that we understand what 
residents think about Council 
services, what they like about the 
borough and what they want to 
improve or change. Through the 
panel, residents can have a say 


about what they want and have 
their voice heard.” 

The surveys are completed 
online and panel members will 
occasionally be asked to come 
into the Council to attend events 
like focus groups.

Hackney’s Green Flag parks 



T HE Council’s green- 
fingered workers, 
who are responsible 
for managing and 
maintaining its 58 parks 
and open spaces, have been 
praised after the borough 
was awarded its highest-ever 
number of Green Flags. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, met parks staff from 
across the borough at Aske 
Gardens last month to thank 
them personally. It is one of 
the newest parks to receive 
the coveted award, along 
with Albion Square, which 
also received a Green Flag 
for the first time this year. 

In total, 17 green spaces in 
Hackney have been given 
the accolade.

Mayor Pipe said: “The 
awarding of Green Flags 
demonstrates the hard work 
that the Council’s Parks and 
Green Spaces Service put 
into making our borough 
clean, green and safe. The 
awards not only celebrate 
the end result of many 
hours of hard work, they 
also celebrate the pride and 
enthusiasm which staff put 
into their work.” 

Hackney has the joint- 
sixth highest number of 
Green Flags in the country. 
Since 2010, the Council has 
invested around £22million 
into its parks, with a 
further £8million planned, 
including £700,000 to 
refurbish parts of Millfields.

OP swimming stars, 
including Rebecca 
Adlington, joined 
over 300 people at 
London Fields Lido for 
this year’s SwimBritain. 

The nationwide event 
encouraged thousands of 
people to take the plunge 
across 11 UK venues. On 
28 September, swimmers 
gathered at Hackney’s 
lido in teams of four 
to participate in relay 
challenges over distances of 
500m and 1,000m. Many 
people who took part in the 
event used the opportunity 
to raise money for charity. 

SwimBritain, which is 


now in its second year, 
was a huge success at 
London Fields last year 
and attracted support 
from ‘Britain’s Got Talent’ 
judge David Walliams and 
Olympic medallist Keri- 
Anne Payne. 

Other notable swimmers 
to attend this year included 
swimmers Sophie and 
Rebecca Taylor, Georgia 


Davies, synchronised 
swimmers Hannah and 
Emily Randall, and water 
polo stars Ciara Gibson 
Byrne and Aine Hoy. 

Rebecca, who won two 
Olympic gold medals 
at Beijing 2008 and a 
further two bronze medals 
at London 2012, said: 
“SwimBritain has been a 
fantastic success. The event 


really encourages family 
and friends to swim and 
train together, which is 
something I’m proud to 
support. Swimming isn’t 
just about exercise, it’s 
about having fun too. No 
matter your age or ability, 
swimming is a fantastic way 
to stay healthy and happy. It 
was brilliant to see so many 
enthusiastic swimmers of all 
ages at London Fields.”

Boy, 15, convicted of Shereka 
Marsh’s manslaughter 

A 5-YEAR-OLD boy has been cleared of murder but 
convicted of manslaughter after he fatally shot his 
girlfriend, Shereka Marsh. 

schoolgirl died after she was accidentally shot in the 
at a house in Hackney Wick on 22 March. She had 
arrived at the property minutes earlier to give the boy his 
birthday presents. 

The teenager, who cannot be named for legal reasons, was 
found guilty of killing Shereka, also 1 5, with a handgun he 
had been keeping for a criminal he refused to name. 
Shereka was a prefect at The Urswick School, E9, and was 
described by headmaster Richard Brown as a ‘bright able 
student’ and a ‘great role model for younger students.’ 

An appeal, set up by The Worshipful Company of 
Cordwainers, raised money for her funeral at St John- 
at-Hackney on 9 May, and to support Shereka’s mother, 
Shyrine Mills. She gave a statement after the verdict at 
the Old Bailey on 29 September: “Shereka’s life was 
tragically cut short because of the negligent actions by one 
of her peers who took it upon himself to involve himself 
in activities that no child should ever be involved with. 
Emotionally all I feel towards the defendant is sympathy. 

He has the rest of his life to deal with his actions on that 
day and will have Shereka’s death on his conscience. The 
sense of loss is unbearable. I am heartbroken and will 
always remain so.” 

The boy has been remanded in custody for sentencing on a 
date yet to be fixed.

New shared ownership homes in Reading Lane, E8, given the go-ahead 



The new shared ownership homes will be built in Reading Lane 


NEW shared ownership 
homes on an empty site 
in Hackney Central 
have received planning 
permission. 

Proposals for 14 shared 
ownership and four market 
sale homes, to help pay for 
the whole development, 
were approved by the 
borough’s planning sub- 
committee on 3 September. 


The new homes in 
Reading Lane, E8, are set 
to be built on the site of 
the formerly derelict Great 
Eastern Buildings, which 
were demolished in 2010. 

The shared ownership 
homes, designed by 
Karakusevic Carson 
Architects, will be made 
up of five one-bedroom 
properties, seven two- 


bedroom, and two three- 
bedroom flats. 

The properties will be 
managed by Hackney 
Homes and marketed, when 
built, to current residents. 
The development will also 
include space for offices and 
shops, again to help pay for 
the scheme, which is part 
of the Council’s borough- 
wide 2,770-home housing 


regeneration programme. 

Consultation meetings 
with residents were held 
last year for a mixed- 
height four and six-storey 
development, but this was 
revised after discussions 
with neighbours. The 
application was reduced 
in height to a mix of two, 
three and four storeys, and 
resubmitted earlier this year.

The ship of adventures 


O N Kingsland Road 
sits an innocuous 
shop with a blue 
facade and gold 
lettering. But inside you 
could be forgiven for 
thinking you’ve crawled 
inside the hull of a boat. 

This is the Ship of 
Adventures; a cafe and 
shop that belongs to the 
Hackney Pirates, a charity 
that provides one-to-one 
educational support for 
local nine to 12-years-olds. 

The charity was set up by 
director Catriona Maclay, a 
former teacher and Hackney 
resident (also known as the 
Pirate Captain). 

She explains: “Our motto 
is ‘adventures in learning’. 
What we’re trying to do is 
give the young people an 
identity as pirates which 


they’re excited about, but 
also something they can 
associate with learning.” 

Referrals to the charity are 
made by schools. The idea 
is that ‘young pirates’ build 
their confidence and develop 
literacy skills through 
educational workshops 
with support from 
volunteers who donate a 
minimum of three hours of 
their time a month. 

Young pirate Kedesha 
Almaire Tayiegray, 10, 
says: “I felt shy at first, but 
now Pm more confident to 
share ideas with the pirates. 

I enjoy Hackney Pirates 
because you get more help 
and get to do fun lessons.” 

The Ship of Adventures 
is a permanent home for 
the pirates - after four years 
of being based at seven

temporary sites around 
the borough. 

Books, CDs and 
artwork adorn the 
shelves - many 
of which are 
made by 
the pirates 
themselves. 

All 

proceeds 
from the sale 
of products in 
the shop go back 
into the charity. 

The basement is known 
as ‘The Deep’, here the floor 


takes on the appearance of 
an underwater cave, with 
an undulating, marine 

blue ceiling and sea 
creatures painted 
on the walls. 
This is where 
the majority 
of sessions 
take place, 
each lasting 
two-and- 
a-half hours. 
Young pirates 
attend classes once a 
week, after school, for at 
least a year. 


Dante Malcolm, 10, has 
been attending the sessions 
since the summer. He 
says: “I’m happy learning 
new things. I worked on 
‘what Dalston tastes like’ 

(a project which turned 
the young pirates into 
restaurant critics). We went 
to Voodoo Rays, Mangal 
and All Nations Cafe in 
Dalston. I liked the pizza! 

“I’m happy because I’m 
doing well in my tests at 
school and being here will 
help with my SATs.” 

The children have 
just started a new term 
and their first task is to 
write an autobiography, 
which will eventually be 
published as part of a new 
book called ‘Hackney 
Through The Ages’. 

Hackney Pirates rely 


on volunteers to keep the 
charity (literally) afloat. 

Dave Fuller, 33, has been 
volunteering for the Pirates 
for nearly two years. He 
says: “I thought it was 
a great, interesting idea. 

By putting in a little extra 
time at a certain point in 
someone’s life can make 
a difference. You see the 
young people develop. 

You help someone with 
their homework and you see 
their confidence being built 
and them becoming 
a happier person.”

A 150-year-old 
pub that was 
under threat from 
developers has been 
saved after the Planning 
Inspectorate upheld a 
Council decision to ban 
them from turning the 
landmark building into flats. 

The Chesham Arms, in 
Mehetabel Road, was listed 
as an Asset of Community 
Value in 201 1, following a 
community-led campaign 
to preserve it as a pub. The 
owner lost an appeal last 
year against the Council’s 
decision, but continued 
with plans to turn the 
property into flats without 


planning permission. 

The Council issued an 
Enforcement Notice to 
stop this happening, which 
was again challenged by 
the developer, leading to a 
public inquiry. The Planning 
Inspectorate threw out the 
appeal on 2 October. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration, said: “The 


decision by the Planning 
Inspectorate will add an 
extra safety net against 
the illegal development of 
this 150-year-old historic 
building, a success not just 
for the Council but for the 
whole community. 

“We recognise the 
historic, cultural and social 
importance of the Chesham 
Arms, and will continue to 


support the local community 
who have campaigned 
tirelessly against the illegal 
development of this site. We 
have defended the Asset of 
Community Value listing, 
a first for a council to do 
this, and we have had our 
decision upheld, a clear 
signal to the developer that 
their plans must be agreed 
by the Council. 

“In a borough that is 
seeing its landscape change 
almost daily, it is important 
that we try to keep historic 
buildings and landmarks 
protected for communities 
and future generations to 
enjoy and cherish.” 


AN area of Shoreditch Park will be closed for at least six 
months from 6 October, in order to improve the grass. 
Shoreditch Park is built on the site of former slum 
housing and Second World War bomb rubble, and as a 
result has poorer quality soil and grass than other green 
spaces in the borough. 

Some 200 tonnes of topsoil is set to be added to the 
park, and reseeding will take place to replace heavily 
worn grass in front of Britannia Leisure Centre. 

The section will be fenced off to prevent damage while 
the grass grows and residents are asked to stay off that 
area of the park while work takes place. 

Similar improvements are also due to take place at 
Haggerston Park over the same period, although no 
areas will be fenced off for this work.

INTERNATIONAL 
online retailer Amazon 
is set to open its London 
corporate office in 
Shoreditch in 2017. 

The offices will be in a 
new development called 
Principal Place and will 
house 5,000 employees. 

Martin Jepson, president 
of Brookfield Property 
Partners, the developers 


responsible for the 
new site, said: “Principal 
Place is destined to 
become the ‘go to’ link 
between the city and 
the media-tech sector in 
Hackney and Shoreditch.” 

Construction will start 
later this month and is due 
to be completed in 2016. 

Principal Place will 
also boast half an acre of 


public piazza, event and 
retail space, cafes and 
restaurants. 

To aid with the Tech 
City businesses boom 
in Hackney, small and 
medium sized businesses, 
registered charities, social 
enterprises and sole 
traders in the borough are 
being offered an upgrade 
to superfast broadband. 


Businesses can receive 
a grant of up to £3,000 
to boost their internet 
connection with the 
Broadband Connection 
Vouchers scheme, in 
which the Government 
pays for the capital and 
equipment costs. For 
more info, or to sign up to 
the scheme, visit: www.

A SEASON of free 
events, exhibitions 
and cultural 
activities are 

taking place this October 
to celebrate Black History 
Month in Hackney. 

It is part of a nationwide 
annual celebration of the 
contribution of black 
African and Caribbean 
communities locally and 
across the globe. 

The Council is marking 
this year’s Black History 
Month with a range of 
events for adults, children 
and young people. 
Activities cover history 
walks, dance classes, 
drumming workshops, and 
talks with guest speakers. 
This year’s highlights 


include three exhibitions at 
Hackney Museum. 

‘Strike A Pose’ is based 
on photographs taken 
during the 1970s at RA 
Gibson Photographers’ 
Studio in Clapton. 

It features images of 
wedding groups outside 
Hackney Town Hall from 
recently arrived African, 
Asian and Caribbean 
families; studio portraits 
of nurses from the 
Caribbean in their NHS 


uniforms; Asian women 
wearing their best salwar 
kameez and saris and 
family portraits. 

The museum is 
particularly keen to find 
out more about the people 
in the photographs on 
display.

A second exhibition, 
‘What A Journey! Retired 
Caribbean Nurses And 
The NHS’, is curated 


by Black Women in the 
Arts and supported 
by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. It presents recently 
documented oral histories 
of retired Caribbean nurses 
who worked for the NHS. 

At the core of the display 
is a wall which traces the 
transitional journey made 
by the individuals who 
were recruited from the 
Caribbean, from 1949 
onwards, by the UK 
Government to help plug a 
post-war labour shortage. 

The third exhibition, 
‘Who Were The Slave- 
owners Of Hackney?’, 
explores a time when 
Hackney was a semi- 
rural area where both 
abolitionists and wealthy

EBRA Douglas is 
known to fans of 
reality TV show 
‘The Only Way 
Is Essex’ as Debbie, mum 
to one of the show’s key 
characters Lydia Bright. 

What is not so well 
known is the fact that she 
has worked as a foster 
carer for Hackney for 21 
years and has looked after 
hundreds of children. 

These vulnerable young 
people, for a range of 
reasons, have found they 
cannot live with their 
birth family at that 
moment in time. This is 
when people like Debbie 
can make a real difference 
to their lives. 

“I had my first two 
children very close 
together so I took time 
out of my career in 
fashion to look after 
them,” Debbie explains. 

“I heard someone 
talking about being a 
foster carer and I thought 
that it might be something 
I could do while I was 
off work. 

“It’s an unusual way of 
getting in to foster caring 
because my two were 
very young, but I’m an 
instinctive person and it

just made sense to me. 

“After a while, I thought 
‘I don’t want to get the 
tube into the West End 
every day’ - 1 was enjoying 
welcoming all these 
children into my big family 
and I realised that actually, 
this could be my job.” 

Debbie believes that 
growing up with other 
children around her own 
kids has had a positive 
impact on them. 

She says: “There’s a 
lot to think about if your 
own children still live 
with you. They argue with 
your foster children - like 
all children do - and a 
child can live with you for 
anything from one night 
to months or even years, 
so that detachment can be 
hard to deal with. 

“But my oldest daughter 
once said to me ‘if there 
are 100 negatives to 
fostering, I can think of 
1,000 positives.’ Growing 
up with all these other 


children around them 
means they are used 
to sharing, they are 
accepting of everyone 
and they never judge.” 

Foster carers in Hackney 
benefit from a world-class 
training programme and 
constant support from the 
Council’s social care team, 
as well as other foster 
carers. They also receive 
competitive allowances of 
up to £450 a week. 

Debbie says: “The 
view of foster carers has 
changed over the years 
and that’s right - you 
can’t just walk in to being 
a foster carer, there’s 
huge amounts of training 
because you’re dealing 
with some extremely 
challenging children.” 

It may be tough, but 
the rewards are huge. 
Debbie adds: “Seeing them 
grow up into good people 
is incredibly rewarding. 

A lot of the kids I looked 
after get in touch when 
they’re grown up and we 
talk about their childhood 
and what they’re doing 
now. You realise that 
you are making a real 
difference to their lives and 
that’s very rewarding.”

Residents reminded to keep 
streets clean during Sukkot 

THOUSANDS of residents are set to celebrate the Jewish 
festival of Sukkot for one week from 8 October. 

The Council is reminding the community of the need 
to still keep the streets clean and unobstructed during 
this time. Residents taking part in the festival should 
build sukkahs (a temporary hut constructed for use 
during Sukkot) on their own land and dismantle them 
afterwards. It is against the law to build structures on 
public streets or pavements. 

After the sukkahs have been dismantled, the leaves, 
sticks and small branches from its roof can be put into 
garden waste bins to be collected for free by the Council. 
For more info on obtaining a garden waste bin, call: 020 
8356 6688. For larger items which do not fit in bins or 
rubbish bags - such as the sides of the sukkah - book 
a collection in advance by calling: 020 8356 6688; or 
visiting: www.hackney.gov.uk/bulkywaste 
Bulky household waste can also be taken to waste and 
recycling centres at:

Reservoir will reveal and 
celebrate this hidden gem 
for residents and beyond 




HACKNEY 
reservoir, closed 
to the public for 
nearly 200 years, 
is set to be opened up as a 
haven for wildlife. 

London Wildlife Trust 
has secured £l.5million to 
transform East Reservoir 
into the Woodberry 
Wetlands nature reserve. 

Planned improvements 
include a new visitor centre, 
cafe, bridge and boardwalk 
to create better access. 

New pathways mean the 
public will be able to walk 
all the way round around 
the reservoir for six months 
of the year. The northern 
half of the reserve will be off 
limits for the rest of the year 
to minimise disturbance 
to wildlife. School and 


community groups will be 
able to visit the urban oasis 
and volunteers will get an 
opportunity to gain new 
skills in nature conservation. 

The reservoir, which 
was built in 1833, is an 
important habitat for 
many birds including 
reed bunting, song 
thrush, kingfisher and the 
occasional bittern; as well 
as a foraging and roosting 
habitat for bats. It also 
provides winter shelter 
for wildfowl and is a key 


area for many migratory 
birds as they move to and 
from the Lee Valley Special 
Protection Area. 

The project, which 
is due to be completed 
by next year, is funded 
by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, Thames Water, 
Hackney Council and 
Berkeley Homes. 

Cllr Phillip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, said: “The 
opening up of East 
Reservoir will reveal and 





Green light given to community-owned solar panel project in Hackney estate 



WORK is set to begin to 
install solar panels on the 
roofs of 14 buildings on a 
Homerton estate after the 
Council backed a resident- 
led initiative to set up an 
energy co-operative. 

The scheme will allow 
the Bannister House Energy 
Co-operative to own and 
invest in renewable energy, 
control energy generation 


and usage, tackle fuel 
poverty, and provide 
employment and training 
for local people. 

The project, supported 
by not-for-profit group 
Repowering London, got 
the green light from the 
Council last month to 
install the panels as part 
of a roof lease agreement 
spanning two decades. 


Estate residents and the 
wider public will have 
the chance to become 
shareholders in the scheme. 
As well as a financial return 
for investors, a Community 
Energy Efficiency Fund has 
been set up, so 20 per cent 
of the project’s income can 
be used to promote greener 
living on the estate and help 
deal with fuel poverty. 


Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Sustainability, said: “This 
is an incredible, forward- 
looking project that directly 
benefits estate residents, 
the wider community and 
the environment.”

R esidents are 

invited to find out 
how mental illness 
affects people as 
part of this year’s World 
Mental Health Day on 
10 October. 

City and Hackney Mind is 
due to hold a free screening 
of ‘My Story, Your Story 
- Mental Health Recovery 
in Hackney’ at Hackney 
Museum on 9 October, 
from 5.30pm to 7.30pm. 

The short film has been 
made with support from the 
Time to Change campaign 
which aims to raise 
awareness of, and tackle, 
stigmas around mental 
health. It examines how 


people with a mental illness 
from black and minority 
ethnic communities 
face discrimination and 
isolation. 

The film follows residents 
who are living with mental 
illness as they find their 
voice to talk about their 
experience, and how, with 
support from charities such 
as Mind and their friends 
and family, they embark 


on the journey to recovery. 

Krishna Maharaj, Chief 
Executive of City and 
Hackney Mind, said: “I 
am delighted that our film 
is able to throw a spotlight 
on the prevalence of serious 
mental ill health in the 
borough, and send the 
message of hope to all those 
engaging with recovery. 

“Our film is a prime 
example of the diversity and 


courage of local people.” 

An estimated 30,000 
people in Hackney have a 
mental health problem such 
as depression or anxiety 
but, like those in the film, 
many can struggle to talk 
about it. 

A free, anonymous online 
support service staffed by 
professionals, called Big 
White Wall, can give help 
and advice. It offers support 
from trained counsellors, 
plus clinical tests, guided 
support programmes and 
therapeutic aids including 
self-help courses.

Build a care plan with your GP 


RESIDENTS in Hackney and the City who are diagnosed 
with a long-term health conditions - such as diabetes, 
asthma, coronary heart disease or hypertension - are 
being offered extra time with their GP and practice nurse 
to build a joint care plan aimed at helping them manage 
their illness more effectively. 

The past year has seen a huge increase in the number 
of patients that have worked alongside their doctor and 
nurse to write a plan, a rise of nearly 60 per cent for 
some conditions. 

The plans not only encourage people to know their 
numbers for factors such as blood sugar, cholesterol and 
blood pressure, but also signpost them to other services 
and support like helping them to 
become more physically active 
or give up smoking. 

Many patients can also take 
advantage of an annual 
review with their doctor to 
monitor improvements and 
spot any risk factors early on.

Flu jab reminder for residents 


THE Council is supporting an NHS campaign to 
encourage eligible residents to take up the offer of a free 
flu vaccination. 

It is targeted at those with long-term health conditions, 
people over 65, pregnant women, and parents of 
children aged two to four years old. 

Flu is a highly infectious disease with symptoms that 
come on very suddenly. Those who have flu pass it on 
to an average of two other people, putting the most 

vulnerable at risk. Healthy individuals usually 
recover in two to seven days but for 
some, it can lead to hospitalisation, 
disability or even death. 

The campaign will run from 6 
October across England.

OXTON 
nurseryman 
Thomas Fairchild 
became one of the 
most celebrated gardeners 
of the 18 th century and 
was the first person to cross 
pollinate two plants to 
create a new hybrid. 

Most of the plants on 
sale today would not exist 
without this technique, but 
300 years ago Fairchild was 
troubled by his innovation, 
fearing he had committed 
blasphemy by interfering in 
the act of creation. 

Fairchild was born in 
Aldbourne, Wiltshire, in 
1667 and apprenticed at 15 
to Jeremiah Seamer, a City 
of London clothworker. 

But, in 1690, he moved to 
Hoxton - then a small rural 
village surrounded by open 
fields and market gardens 


which supplied the City 
with much of its food - to 
find employment at a small 
nursery, which he later took 
over and ran until his death 
on 10 October 1729. 

Although Fairchild’s 
nursery, known as Selby 
Gardens, covered only half 
an acre, it was crammed 
with heated greenhouses 
full of what were then rare 
and exotic species: citrus 
fruits, aloes, one of the first 
banana trees in England, 
and over 50 varieties of 
grape including a celebrated 
vine which bore ‘a bunch 
of grapes half a yard in 
length and above an ell 
[45cm] in circumference, 
and the grape in proportion 
as large...’ 

Fairchild’s fellow 
nurseryman, Richard 
Bradley, praised his work 
as ‘the greatest collection 
of fruits that I have yet 
seen’, adding T do not 


know any person in Europe 
to excel him...’ 

In 1722, Fairchild 
published ‘The City 
Gardener’, a first edition of 
which is held at Hackney 
Archives. The book 
describes the flowers, 
shrubs and trees which 
faired best in London’s 
then heavily polluted 
atmosphere. It mentions the 
locations of specimens that 
thrived particularly well, 
how to grow them, 
as well as planning and 
planting ideas ranging 
from window boxes to 
large formal gardens. 

Fairchild was a devout 
man, as well as a pioneering 


plantsman, and is thought 
to have experienced 
something of a crisis in 
1717 when he took pollen 
from a carnation to fertilise 
a sweet william, resulting 
in a hybrid known as 
‘Fairchild’s mule’ as it was 
sterile like the cross between 
a horse and a donkey. 

He had created an 
exciting new variety, but 
at the time creation was 
regarded as God’s preserve, 
raising questions as to the 
morality of what Fairchild 
had done: God had created 
the world and everything in 
it, but Fairchild had gone on 
to create something else. He 
also may have been worried 



about the long-term effects 
of his experiments, just as 
genetic modification causes 
concern today. 

In his will Fairchild left 
£25 to St Leonard’s church, 
in Shoreditch, to be invested 
to provide 20 shillings each 
year to pay for a sermon 
to be preached every Whit 
Tuesday afternoon on the 
‘Wonderful works of God 
in the Creation, or on the 
certainty of the resurrection 
of the dead, proved by 
the certain changes of the 
animal and vegetable parts 
of the Creation’. 

The wording of the 
subject matter suggests that 
Fairchild hoped his bequest 
would make amends for 
any wrong he had done in 
the sight of God. 

He also stated that if the 
sermon was not carried 
out at St Leonard’s then 
it should take place at St 
Giles, Cripplegate, and that 
is where the Worshipful 
Company of Gardeners still 
hold the annual Fairchild 
Lecture, otherwise known 
as the ‘vegetable sermon’. 

Fairchild stipulated that 


he should be buried 
‘in some corner of the 
furthest church yard . . . 
where the poore people 
are usually buried’. 

His funeral was a grand 
one, the coffin carried by 
six men from the Society 
of Gardeners along with ‘a 
great number of mourning 
coaches and a multitude of 
wax branch lights’, but he 
was indeed buried at the far 
corner of the old graveyard 
in Hackney Road, now a 
rather scruffy recreation 
ground. The grave slab was 
replaced in 1845, but it is 
not in the original spot, so 
the precise site of Fairchild’s 
grave is now unknown.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

SHOREDITCH Trust’s Food Programme works with members of the community to 
encourage affordable healthy eating, cooking skills and food knowledge. 

Here is a delicious recipe to cook on either a barbecue or under the grill. It is a great 
way to add a variety of vegetables to your meal. The marinade gives a good flavour 
to the chicken without adding a lot of salt. 

We’ve used chicken as it a lean meat and is also a rich source of tryptophan, 
which is absorbed by the brain and converted into serotonin. Serotonin is also an 
important chemical that helps to regulate mood, sleep and appetite. 


Sticky chicken kebabs 


Serves 8 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooking time 

10 mins 


Ingredients 

For the skewers 

• 2 chicken breasts cut into 3cm cubes 
•3 different coloured peppers (deseeded 

and cut into chunks) 

• 1 courgette (cut into chunks) 

•2 onions (cut into chunks) 

•8 mushrooms (halved). 

For the marinade 

• 2 cm piece ginger (grated) 

•2 garlic cloves (grated) 

•1 red chilli (finely chopped) 

• 3 tablespoons soy sauce 
•2 teaspoons sesame oil 

• 2 tablespoons clear honey 
•2 teaspoons five spice. 

Method 

• Wash all the vegetables, then soak 


the kebab skewers in a bowl of warm water, this 
will prevent them burning under the grill or on a 
barbecue 

• Grate the ginger and garlic and place in a bowl. 
Finely chop one red chilli (two if you like it very 
hot) then add all the other marinaded ingredients. 
Whisk together and pour the rest over the chicken. 
Allow this to rest in the fridge for 20 minutes so the 
marinade flavours the chicken 

• Whilst the chicken marinades, chop the peppers 
and courgette into 2cm by 2cm pieces (it doesn’t 
have to be exact). Cut the onions into half, then into 
quarters, and then quarters again, so you have large 
chunks of onion. Chop the mushrooms in half 

• Preheat the grill to a high setting 

• Thread the chicken, peppers, mushrooms and 
onions onto the skewers in a pattern making sure 
each skewer has a similar number of ingredients. 
Arrange on a baking tray covered with foil and grill 
for 8-1 0 minutes, turning half way through 

• Serve with a side salad and yogurt (optional).

HACKNEY Homes’ 
tenants and leaseholders 
are being reminded to have 
their say on a proposal to 
return housing 
management functions to 
the Council in April 2016. 

Hackney Homes was set 
up by the Council in 2006 
as a means to access much 
needed funds to address the 
backlog of repairs to its 
social housing. It secured 
Decent Homes funding 
to replace roofs on 14,753 
properties to date; new 
windows in 16,781 
homes; and new kitchens 
and bathrooms in 
10,817 properties. 

The Decent Homes 
programme comes to an 
end next year, and the 
management agreement 
between Hackney Homes 
and the Council ends on 


31 March 2016. 

Recent changes to 
Government policies mean 
that councils are now able 
to access external funds 
directly, without the use 
of an arm’s length 
management organisation 
like Hackney Homes. 

Both organisations 
therefore agreed to consult 
on proposals to bring 
housing management back 
under Council control. 


Together they have 
drafted the Hackney 
Investment Programme 
(HIP) to address repair and 
improvement needs for 
those properties that were 
not included in the original 
Decent Homes programme.
